Federal Constitution. It also claims that the Union should be 
obligation to resubmit the broadcasting service granted to the Radio 
Clube and also that the Union and the Ministry of Communications 
refrain from granting to Radio Clube a renewal or future grant to 
exploitation of the broadcasting service, even if by means of legal 
persons of which they are members. 


The federal judge Souza Prudente, rapporteur of the case, decided as

But, as the amendment to the articles of association in the case 
shows, registered at the Commercial Board of the State of Par: on 
03/24/2017, it is subsequent to the filing of the lawsuit. 


For federal judge Souza Prudente it was clear that, effectively, 
Elcione and Jader were excluded from the corporate.

Meanwhile, Farda's audience in Iran finds it such an important 
alternative to state media that they use circumvention software to 
reach Farda despite government blockages. By such techniques, Iranians 
view Farda's internet site millions of times a month. They also use 
Farda's social network platforms as a means to discuss events in the 
country free of government control. 


Farda's goal is to provide its large Iranian audience with honest 
journalism. The commitment of its audience and the reactions of 
Iranian authorities suggest Farda is doing just that.

Mr. Ahmari is right on the mark. I was director of Radio Liberty when 
the Berlin Wall came down and the U.S.S.R. collapsed, arguably the 
most successful period in the radio's history. Later I was a 
Republican member of the Broadcasting Board of Governors (2010-12), 
leaving that position when it became evident to me that U.S. 
international broadcasting was hopelessly lost, operating without a 
strategy and increasingly detached -- indeed, often antithetically -- 
to U.S. interests. 


When I was nominated to the board, several senators asked me to 
undertake an investigation into the Voice of America's Persian News 
Network (PNN), which was widely seen as having gone off track. I 
presented my findings to the first meeting of the board after my 
confirmation by the Senate. The PNN was a complete mess: operating 
without serious supervision, staffed haphazardly and perhaps 


penetrated at different places by Iran's intelligence services. I 
recommended its complete overhaul, but little happened given that most 
of PNN's employees enjoyed civil-service status. I understand that 
little has changed today. 


It's not just the PNN or Farda, which are the tip of the iceberg. 
Unless U.S. international broadcasting can be completely rethought, we 
are probably better off closing it down and starting over. This 
three-quarters of a billion dollar enterprise is vital, but now it is 
not serving American interests. President Trump should shake up this 
enterprise.

OSLO 6 On June 16, P4 and Radio Norway shut down FM transmitters in 
Telemark, Buskerud, Hedmark and Oppland. Public broadcaster NRK had 
already done so, on April 26. 


On June 21, NRK will shut down FM in the counties of Aust-Agder, Vest- 
Agder, Rogaland, Hordaland and Sogn og Fjordane. P4 and Radio Norway 
will continue on FM in those same counties until Sept. 15. 


The Norwegian Parliament decided previously that major cities will no 
longer have access to FM transmission, ifor fear that they might take 
listeners from NRK and the other national channels,i according to 
radionytt.no 


The vast majority of local stations in Norway do continue to transmit 
on FM; around 200 local radio stations have licenses to transmit on FM 
to until Dec. 31 of 2021. It is not certain what will happen with the 
FM after that date. 


In 2017, the NRK, P4 and Radio Norway will disappear from the FM band 
in all counties in Norway. On Sept. 20 NRK will shut down its FM 
transmitters in Oslo, Akershus, ystfold and Vestfold, while P4 and 
Radio Norway, as well as the major local stations in big cities, will 
shut down on Dec. 8. The final phase of national FM iextinctioni 
happens on Dec. 13, when P4 Broadcasting Corp. and Radio Norway goe 
off the air in Troms and Finnmark. 


The consequences for over-the-air broadcasting are unclear in Norway. 
iSo far...the players [broadcasters] slightly disagree with how the 
figures should be interpreted. What is clear is that radio listening 


has declined and this has particularly affected the major channels. On 
the other hand, local stations received more listeners in those areas 
where the national radio has already been extinguished,i according to 
the same article. 


Managers of the national channels thinks it is natural that listening 
goes down somewhat and strongly believe that listeners will pick up 
again as people acquire DAB radios. In-car is still the major 
challenge: Latest reports show that there are still two million cars 
that do not have DAB radio in Norway (via Mike Terry, dxldyg via DXLD)

6. We think - all the songs - when, how many times they played, which 
station.

Also, we draw 
all the top-charts, for all the archived stations, and for each 
separately! According to two parameters: what is rotated in the air, 
as well as what you listen to in the archive.

RADIO AND SIGNAL FROM SPACE? 
The ether of radio stations MAXIMUM, DFM and HIT FM is interrupted by 
interference of unknown origin! June 15, 2017 


Today, early in the morning from 7:00 am to 8:00 am Moscow time, the 
broadcasting of three radio stations of the Russian Media Group - 
MAXIMUM, DFM and HIT FM - was interrupted due to sudden sounds of 
incomprehensible origin on the air. 


Intermittent signals did not stop for more than 30 seconds, completely 
paralyzing the radio air. At the moment, interference has been 
repeated three times already. All the efforts of the technical 
services of the holding are aimed at eliminating the problems that 
have arisen. 


In order to correctly assess what happened, the representatives of the 
radio stations turned to the expert of the private Russian space 
company Dauria Aerospace, a well-known blogger and popularizer of the 
topic of space Vitaly Egorov, who reported that such signals are 
recorded quite regularly. 


"If this signal came from space, then it probably would have enveloped 
the whole hemisphere. Of course, the easiest way to explain this is 
the actions of the military, but in this situation it is necessary to 
continue monitoring, because at the moment we do not understand the 
true nature of these signals and therefore can not deny their 
potentially alien origin, "Vitali said. 


For the first time, such a radio pulse, subsequently called "WOW", was 
first recorded by the scientist Jerry Eiman in 1977 and was no longer 
repeated. Decipher this alien message has not yet been possible. 


Recently, US astronomers assumed that the signal could be provoked by 
a comet flying at that time in the solar system. But not all experts 
agree with this statement. Therefore, the question of the origin of 
the signal "WOW" remains open. And now, there is a possibility that 
the collection of observations of cosmos has been replenished with the 
invasion of the alien signal into the air of three popular radio 
stations - MAXIMUM, DFM and HIT FM.

DX - movement in the USSR, as well as in other countries, began to 
develop in the early twenties, 1.?. Simultaneously with the appearance 
of broadcasting stations. 


On July 28, 1924, the Council of People's Commissars passed 

resolutions "On Private Receiving Radio Stations," known as the "Law 
on the Freedom of the Air." It stated that "in order to increase the 
population's use of radio communications for economic, scientific and 
cultural needs, to promote the development of the radio industry and 


to impose radio technical knowledge in the country," citizens of the 
USSR are permitted to use radio receivers. The resolution marked the 
beginning of a broad radio-identification of the country, the 
development of radio broadcasting, and mass radio-amateurs. Everyone 
has the right to listen to the radio without hindrance, and therefore, 
to engage in DXing. 


Radio listeners began to publish special "Guidebooks on the air," 
which were a list of radio stations in the world. These "Guidebooks" 
indicated frequencies, capacities, addresses and working hours of 
radio stations. A lot of attention was paid to the long-distance radio 
reception in those years, and the magazine "Radio Front", whose 
editor-in-chief V. Chumakov was one of the founders of the Soviet DX- 
movement. A lot of articles and directories came out in those years 
from the pen of this amateur radio enthusiast. 


But such a seemingly successful development of the Soviet DXing did 
not last long; In the spring of 1937 V.Chumakov was arrested. He was 
accused "in cooperation with imperialist intelligence and in anti- 
Soviet agitation by involving Soviet citizens in listening to foreign 
radio stations." Thousands of Soviet DXists were among the traitors of 
the Motherland. The DX movement in the Soviet Union has come to black 
times. 


With the arrival of the "Khrushchev thaw" the situation has changed. 
DXists again got the opportunity to send unannounced reports on the 
reception and receive the long-awaited QSL-cards. But the "thaw" 
quickly passed into "freezing", and the Soviet DXists again fell into 
the lists of unreliable ...

LAW ON FREEDOM OF THE ETHER --- Resolution of the Council of People's 
Commissars of the USSR on private receiving radio stations 


In order to increase the population's use of radio communications for 
economic, scientific and cultural needs, to promote the development of 
the radio industry and to impose radio technical knowledge in the 
country, the Council of People's Commissars of the USSR decides: 


1. To grant to private organizations and individuals, on the basis of 
this resolution, the right to design and operate receiving radio 
stations. 


2. Private receiving radio stations of the following groups are 
allowed: 


I group. - Radio stations not intended for public use, arranged for 
receiving low-power broadcasting stations. 


Group II. - Radio stations not intended for public use, arranged to 
receive powerful broadcast stations. 


III group. - Radio stations for the scientific study of radio radios, 
allowed to be used by persons who actually conduct scientific work in 
the field of radio engineering. 


IV group. - Radio stations for receiving low-power broadcasting 
stations, intended for public use for cultural and educational 
purposes, without commercial profit. 


V group. - Radio stations for reception of powerful broadcasting 
stations, intended for public use for cultural and educational 
purposes, without commercial profit. 


VI group. - Radio stations for the reception of low-power broadcasting 
stations, intended for public use for commercial purposes. 


VII group. - Radio stations for reception of powerful broadcasting 
stations, intended for public use for commercial purposes. 


3. The right to design and operate private radio reception stations is 
granted to citizens of the USSR upon receipt by them of the 
appropriate authorization from the bodies of the People's Commissariat 
of Posts and Telegraphs that are subject to the authorities, as 
determined by the latter. A person wishing to obtain a permit for the 
device and operation of a radio station must file an application with 
the nearest postal and telegraph office in accordance with the form 
established by the People's Commissariat of Posts and Telegraphs. 
Note. Issuance of permission for the establishment and operation of 
private receiving radio stations in the border areas is carried out in 
a special order. 


4. The owners of private receiving radio stations are charged an 
annual subscription fee for fees approved by the SNK of the USSR. 
Note. The subscription fee does not exempt owners of private receiving 
radio stations from the established taxation when the radio is used as 
a commercial enterprise. 


5. The People's Commissariat of Posts and Telegraphs is responsible 
for monitoring and supervising the activities of private receiving 
radio stations. Agents NCPiT should be freely allowed by the owners of 
radio stations to inspect them. 


6. The equipment of private receiving radio stations must meet the 


technical requirements of the special rules issued by the NCIP and in 
agreement with the NKVenomor. These rules should be issued to the 
owner of the radio station simultaneously with the permission for the 
device and operation of the radio station. 


7. Industrial enterprises that wish to sell radio equipment, 
instruments and materials for private radio reception stations to 
private persons must register with the People's Commissariat of Posts 
and Telegraphs and submit to the survey of the latter all types of 
receivers produced for private receiving stations. In the sale of 
these receivers are issued only with the seal of the People's 
Commissariat of Posts and Telegraphs. 


8. The persons authorized to design and operate radio stations are 
allowed to make by their own handicraft the receiving device, but 
subject to the technical requirements (Article 6) and the submission 
of the receiver for examination to the postal and telegraph 
institution from which they received permission. 


9. Private radio stations can receive material sent by radio stations 
specially for private receiving radio stations in the order of 
broadcasting: special broadcast information, speeches, reports, 
concerts, training transmission by Morse symbols, weather bulletins 
and time signals. It is forbidden to record and distribute the work 
done by radio stations of the USSR in the order of two-way exchange, 
the transmission of circular orders and information for the press 
transmitted by the scheme of certain addressees. It is forbidden to 
record and distribute the work of foreign radio stations, including 
broadcasters. 


10. If the owner of a radio station violates the established rules for 
use, the NCP & T, in the person of the relevant Head of the 
Communications District, is given the right to revoke permits for the 
operation of radio stations and in the cases of initiation of criminal 
proceedings. 


11. The bodies of the People's Commissariat of Posts and Telegraphs 
are entitled to the right to close private radio stations, in case of 
non-payment of subscription fees within 2 months after the due date. 


12. Violation of the rules of this resolution, consisting of: 

A) in the design and operation of illegal radio stations; 

B) in the use of radio stations to the detriment of the USSR; 

C) in the recording and distribution of the material prohibited by the 
present, is punishable under the relevant articles of the criminal 
codes of the Union republics. 


13. Instructions for the application of this decree are issued within 


2 weeks of the NCIP under an agreement with the Supreme Economic 
Council of the USSR, NKVenomor and OGPU1) .

WASHINGTON, DC --- IGOR TIHONENKO, green-eyed, with sandy blond hair 
and a trim beard, looks into the camera and intones, iI took his words 
as a direction.i He is paraphrasing the explosive testimony of the 
former FBI director, James Comey, about President Donald Trump. Mr 
Tihonenko, a native of Belarus, is broadcasting live in Russian on the 
day of the Comey hearing to an audience in Russia and the states on 
its periphery. Shortly afterwards his Russian colleague, Roman 
Mamonov, checks in with a correspondent at one of the Washington bars 
that opened early to allow political junkies to drink along with the 
testimony. The hearing was broadcast in its entirety on the network 
(and on Facebook) in simultaneous Russian translation. 


This is American state television, beamed from a studio beside Capitol 
Hill. Mr Tihonenko and Mr Mamonov are two of the youthful faces of 
Current Time, Americais answer to Russia Today (RT), the Kremlinis 
propaganda network. The Broadcasting Board of Governors (BBG), which 
oversees Voice of America and Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty, has 
started a 24-hour Russian-language TV channel to counter the rise of 
RT and Sputnik, another pervasive Russian broadcaster. Viewers of 
Current Time in Russia proper cannot be manyoit started quietly in 
October, and is available there only online or by satellite. No cable 
providers will carry it. 


Current Time reflects something of a return to cold-war thinking: for 
the first time since the collapse of the Soviet Union, Russian- 
language broadcasting is the priority for American counter-information 
efforts. Russiais annexation of Crimea in 2014 and its aggressions in 
Ukraine, followed by the Kremlinis disinformation campaigns to obscure 
or justify those incursions, jolted the leadership of Voice of America 
and Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty into action. In addition to news, 
Current Time features documentaries from independent filmmakers 
depicting peopleis lives inside Russia. The two services have also set 
up a fact-checking unit to correct Russian official statements, called 
Polygraph. At present it is available only in English, but its backers 
hope to get funding to offer it in Russian and other languages. 


It is unclear what Mr Trump thinks about this. His administration is 
said to have considered replacing the CEO of BBG, John Lansing, with 
an ally of the president. Mr Lansing has not had a chance to brief 
senior White House officials on the new initiative. But congressional 
leaders seem to approve. The BBG will spend $22m this fiscal year on 
Current Time; information warfare is politically in vogue. iWeire 
trying to fill the voidi of real news and information left by Russia, 
Mr Tihonenko says. Just do not liken it to Russian propaganda, the 
Americans say. 


Russiais slickly produced English-language version of RT, featuring 
American and west European presenters and guests, could pass at times 
for a non-Russian channel, save for the messages the channel delivers 
(many of them, in 2016, attacking Hillary Clinton and supporting Mr 
Trump). The network is just one stream of what RAND Corporation, a 
think-tank, calls Russiais ifirehose of falsehoodi. People do not even 
have to trust Russiais propaganda outlets for this saturation strategy 
to work. Detektor Media, a Ukrainian NGO, found in a survey that only 
1.3% of Ukrainians trusted Russian TV channels for news about the 
conflict in the countryis Donbas region. Yet in the same poll, more 
than a third of respondents believed the official Russian line on it. 


It is in places like Ukraine 6 where the media are more open and 
competitive 6 that Current Time could get some traction with viewers. 


The channel is available there on cable TV as well in all the Baltic 
states, Poland, the Czech Republic, Turkey, Georgia, and Moldova. The 
BBG is running surveys to measure viewer numbers in these markets, and 
in Russia itself. In May Current Time videos were viewed 40m times 
online. 


Current Time could provide a template for broadcasting in other 
places: plenty of congressmen and officials want to broadcast into 
North Korea. But even in more open Russia, getting large numbers to 
watch Current Time (mostly through the internet) will be difficult. 
These are not Soviet days, when Western government radio services 
could reach up to 25% of the population in a given week. People have 
more options for information about the West, including social media. 
Also, under American law, Current Time must provide objective 
journalistic coverage, on topics consistent with American policies and 
values. Many Russian viewers will not be clamouring for that. But in 
the age of RT and Sputnik, the bet in Washington is that at least some 
of them will be.

For decades, the Voice of America has enjoyed the use of physical 
working space in the press galleries in the U.S. House of 
Representatives and U.S. Senate, and at the White House. 


In these places, VOAis status has been protected, grandfathered year 
after year by the Radio Television Correspondents Association (RTCA), 
and the White House Correspondents Association (WHCA). 


However, on Capitol Hill, VOA reporters are denied full voting status 
precisely because they are part of a federal agency. Youill find this 
statement in the section on membership criteria: i[Gallery members 
must not] be employed by any legislative or executive department or 
independent agency of the government.i 


And this: iThe applicant. . .must not work for any individual, 
political party, corporation, organization, or agency of the U.S. 
Government, or in prosecuting any claim before Congress or any federal 
government department, and will not do so while a member of the Daily 


a 


Press Galleries. . .i 


It should be noted that numerous reporters representing foreign 
governments, to cite some examples 6 Russian State Radio/TV, and 
various Chinese media outlets 6 are among those with general 
credentials issued by the congressional press galleries. 


However, VOAis membership is a direct technical violation of a 
guideline that, one has to assume, is still applied when assessing 
applications by other organizations. 


PROTRACTED DEBATE 


Historical notes show that beginning in the 1950is (VOA moved from New 


York to Washington in 1954) the question of the presence and 
accreditation of VOAis and other government-funded media, was the 
subject of protracted debate. 


In 1951, rules of Congress i[did] do not permit members of the 
Galleries to accept regular employment with any Government agency.i 

In fact, when any non-government reporters i[planned] to engage in any 
temporary work such as special broadcasts for the Voice of Americai a 
public notice had to be posted. 


In 1962, the press gallery association reaffirmed a ban on membership 
for VOA, though VOA reporters were allowed use of facilities. There 
was actually a subcommittee on the question, with records showing a 
notation iVOA fi Conflict of Interesti. In 1968, a requirement was 
renewed for anyone performing work for any government agency to notify 
the Executive Committee. 


In 1973 and 1976, VOA and Radio Liberty applications for membership 
were rejected. But in 1979, the association voted to move a 
recommendation to the House Speaker and Senate Rules Committee for 
full membership status for VOA congressional correspondents. 


Thereis a long gap in the record until 1981, when the Gallery 
Executive Committee (by a 6 to 1 vote) agreed to admit VOA if the 
Senate Rules Committee agreed. In 1982 it was agreed that VOA did not 
qualify for membership, but the option was left open for VOA to ask 
for an exemption from the Senate Rules Committee and House Speaker. 


In 1983, Vic Ratner (then with ABC News) objected to a rules change or 


exception i. . .on the grounds that it would open the doors for 
Membership for the government agencies. . . blur the distinction 
between private news agencies and government agencies. . .and raise 


the specter of government control of the gallery.i Also rejected was 
an amendment that would have allowed igovernment news correspondents 
and broadcasters. . . [to have non-voting] status0i 


Finally, in July of 1983, the correspondents committee, Senate Rules 
Committee, and Speakeris Office agreed to admit VOA, and Radio Free 
Europe/Radio Liberty (which were directly overseen by the CIA at one 
point in history), as non-voting members. 


A considerable degree of Washington-style persuasion occurred behind 
the scenes . The single piece of remaining evidence in the record is 
a letter from then VOA Director Ken Tomlinson to Gene Gibbons, then 
chairman of the Radio Television Correspondent Association. 


Tomlinson (who passed away in 2014) referred to Gibbonsi efforts and 
linformal conversationsi that enabled ius to put the VOA accreditation 


controversy behind us.i And Tomlinson said: i. . . one of the 
positive aspects about our not participating in Gallery elections is 
that no one will confuse our journalistic needs with political desires 
[emphasis added].i 


No record exists apparently of any communications from Gibbons to 
Tomlinson, and there are no other notes that detail the substance of 
actual debate in RTCA meetings, or notes from those iinformal 
conversationsi referred to by Tomlinson. 


In 2004, the last date in the historical notes, the RTCA Executive 
Committee also granted admission to U.S.-funded Middle East Television 
Network (now called the Middle East Broadcasting Network, or MBN), but 
again only with non-voting status. 


FEDERALLY-FUNDED MEDIA INCREASINGLY ENMESHED IN NATIONAL SECURITY, 
FOREIGN POLICY OBJECTIVES 


So, back to the guidelines of the RTCA 6 while VOAis working space and 
non-voting status in Capitol galleries were grandfathered, there has 
been no change in language barring those iemployed by any legislative 
or executive department or independent agency of the government.i 


I would argue itis time for non-government news organizations that 
have traditionally held key leadership roles in media associations to 
revisit the question of accreditation for VOA and other US government 
media. 


This is especially relevant amid developments that at the end of the 
day more completely associate and enmesh VOA and other government- 
funded media with national security and foreign policy objectives of 
the United States, as well as government programs for Countering 
Violent Extremism (CVE) and Russian disinformation. 


Two executive orders signed by President Barack Obama set the stage. 
The first was in 2011, the second was Executive Order 13584 in 2016 
calling for an iintegrated strategic counter terrorism communications 
initiativei and icollaborative work among executive departments and 
agencies [to bring] together expertise, capabilities, and resources to 
realize efficiencies and better coordination of U.S. Government 
communications investments to combat terrorism and extremism.i 


A Center for Strategic Counterterrorism Communications (CSCC) 
(criticized in subsequent years as ineffective) was also established. 
A steering committee was to advise the Secretary of State, to include 
representatives of all departments and agencies 6 from Defense and CIA 
to USAID and others, but notably including VOAis parent agency, the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors. 


Near the end of his presidency, Obamais signing of the National 
Defense Authorization Act (NDAA) formalized creation of a State 
Department-based Global Engagement Center to counter ISIS, Russian and 
other disinformation, costing $160 million in FY 2017/2018, sourced 
initially from the Pentagon budget. 


Under this law, BBG is to be reduced to advisory status, and a CEO (as 
of this writing still John Lansing, an Obama holdover) was made a 
powerful figure directing a supposedly independent agency. 


I say supposedly, because it should be apparent to anyone watching 
controversies surrounding the BBG, and monitoring sentiment on Capitol 
Hill, that VOA and other government media outlets are federal 
entities. 


They are not news companies, as one former VOA director tried to 
assert at one point. 


I include Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty, Radio Free Asia, and Middle 
East Broadcasting Networks (which are known as igranteei agencies) in 
this description because without congressional funding, they too would 
not exist. All are part of a larger effort, taxpayer funded to 
support larger national policy agendas. 


As I wrote in an opinion piece in the Columbia Journalism Review, the 
Obama-signed NDAA created 


a five member International Broadcasting Advisory Board (IBAB), not 
yet formed. Like the BBG, it will include the Secretary of State, who 
will ifadvise] the CEO [emphasis added]i empowered by the legislation. 


Itis difficult to think that there will not be significant regular 
coordination between this board and the CEO overseeing VOA and other 
government media now accredited with Washington press galleries, and 
with the Global Engagement Center. 


Remember 6 that State Department centeris job is to i[lead], 
synchronize, and coordinate efforts of the Federal Government to 
recognize, understand, expose, and counter foreign state and non-state 
propaganda and disinformation efforts aimed at undermining United 
States national security interests.i 


The much-vaunted firewall that supposedly insulates VOA from 
interference in its journalistic functions is unlikely to be much more 
than a paper tiger against the background of larger CVE and counter- 
Russian disinformation policy goals. 


I cited one example, what is called the Extremism Watch Desk, which 
was established by BBG/VOA officials so they could be seen to be doing 
more in line with the Obama administrationis CVE agenda. 


It challenges common sense to think that there wonit be interaction 
between this VOA unit, and the Center for Global Engagement, which 
will be i[supporting] the development and dissemination of fact-based 
narratives and analysis to counter propaganda and disinformation 
directed at the United States and United States allies and partner 
nations.i 


When I covered Congress for VOA in the House of Representatives 
between 2002 and early 2010, I got along with colleagues in non- 
government media. But I could always sense that VOA reporters were 
seen as different, held at armis length to a significant degree 
because VOA was a federal agency. 


During four years as VOA Chief White House Correspondent, I was again 
struck by how the White House and other journalists viewed VOA 
reporters, and their parent agency. Speaking generally, we were 
respected as professional journalists. However, the Broadcasting 
Board of Governors most certainly was not. 


Till always remember comments to this effect by a then chief White 
House reporter for a major network, which interestingly came during a 
discussion of how many tickets would be granted to VOA to attend the 
annual White House Correspondentis Dinner, who had some choice 
derogatory comments about specific members of the BBG. 


In essence, BBG members themselves were considered to be little more 
than bureaucrats serving on a board overseeing propaganda media. As 
good as we were, VOA reporters were nonetheless tainted by that 
attitude which, to a great degree, is still pervasive in the 
Washington press corps. 


It should be noted that at the White House, where VOAis working space 
has been grandfathered year after year as on Capitol Hill 6 VOA White 
House reporters do vote in WHCA elections. 


Yet, VOA faced restrictions, whether formally written somewhere or 
not, the most glaring that presidents do not call on VOA reporters 
during formal news conferences. 


In one rare occurrence, at a joint press conference with President 
Obama, Pakistanis president called on a VOA language service reporter. 
What no one knew, including VOAis main White House reporters, was that 
this had been pre-arranged through contacts with the Pakistani 
embassy. 


The same thing applied overseas, where in my experience VOA White 
House correspondents were never called on by the president at final 
news conferences wrapping up major regional summits and other events. 


As for daily White House press briefings, VOA reporters were still 
considered second or third class citizens, struggling for question 
Opportunities. Meanwhile, organizations that were seemingly of much 
lower stature were called on frequently in the course of the average 
week. 


In my four years covering the Obama White house, VOA was excluded from 
all but one foreign policy-related background briefing. The exception 
(on Syria) came only after I and my No. 2 correspondent complained to 

the press secretary (then, Jay Carney). 


By the way, like Congress, the Obama administration was fed up with 

ongoing morale and performance crises at VOA and BBG. Obama granted 
more interviews to Between the Ferns, You Tube, Linked In and various 
bloggers than he did to VOA: one brief and limited in scope, in 2011. 


VOA still operates under its congressionally-approved 1976 Charter, 
requiring it to report accurately, objectively and comprehensively, 
and reflect a range of opinions. But it also still carries what are 
called ieditorialsi reflecting U.S. government policies and positions, 
written by a special policy office in the VOA building with links to 
the White House and NSC, the State Department, and other agencies. 


TIME TO RE-VISIT GUIDELINES ON FEDERALLY-EMPLOYED JOURNALISTS 


VOA has successfully made the case to Washington press associations 
that its government-paid reporters are no different than those working 
for commercial media. 


But the defense bill signed by Obama marked a new stepping off point, 
and itis one that correspondent organizations on Capitol Hill and at 
the White House must take note of, and at the very least need to 
decide where they stand. 


Are they OK with maintaining full or partial memberships for VOA 
reporters who, in the end, are paid by a U.S. federal agency being 
drawn ever closer to government policy and direction? Will they put 
to a vote whether government-paid journalists should have full voting 
status in the galleries? 


Will they continue with a wink and a nod allowing government-funded 
media to maintain physical working space in a White House media 
gallery that, especially under Trump, is much sought after by a range 


of non-government media? 


If the answer is yes, then VOA should retain its two person booth in 
the White House basement next to NPR. 


However, President Donald Trump should break with decades of accepted 
practice and begin answering questions from VOA White House reporters 
at formal news conferences, in Washington and abroad. 


There should be no grousing by non-government reporters, many of whom 
privately still disparage VOA as a ipropagandai outlet. 


But if itis to be business as usual, it will be in the face of 
evidence that VOA and similar media are, in fact, card-carrying 
members of the governmentis national security and foreign policy 
apparatus. 


In the ongoing environment of animosity between President Trump and 
media, press organizations may choose to strike what they see as a 
symbolic blow for press freedom, and end the last vestiges of 
discrimination against government media. 


If that is the case, itis also time for commercial media to end 
policies that still prevent their own journalists from appearing on 
government-funded media such as VOA. 


This would be the time for The Washington Post, which in one article 
described VOA and RFE/RL as being staffed with iprofessional 
journalistsi, to get fully on board should the congressional RTCA 
decide to fully inormalizei VOAis status. 


So, again: fully recognize VOA and other government media reporters 
as being no different from commercial counterparts, revise gallery 
guidelines that still technically bar them from full voting status, 
and at the White House revise policies restricting questions by VOA... 


Or leave things the way they are, with congressional galleries in 
technical violation of their own criteria on the books for decades, 
and at the White House, news organizations imposing unspoken levels of 
discrimination against VOA and other government-funded media. 


It will be interesting, to say the least, to observe what course non- 

government media organizations take on this issue, especially against 

the background of the latest speculation about who President Trump may 
appoint to replace Obama holdovers at the BBG, and at VOA. 


A close ally of Steve Bannon is apparently being considered, Michael 
Pack, a conservative who heads the Claremont Institute. He had served 


as director of USIAis WORLDNET TV, as senior vice president for 
television programming at the Corporation for Public Broadcasting, and 
produced award-winning documentaries, principally for PBS. This was 
reported by Politico, which quoted an unidentified isenior government 
officiali about worries that government media independence would not 
be protected. 


But Iill say it again 6 anyone who believes government-funded 
broadcasters can be truly independent needs to read up on the history 
of the organizations themselves, from their founding to present day, 
but especially the most recent legislative history 6 which makes clear 
where things are headed.

The WRMI online 
schedule says that FG Radio, Moments in Bible Prophecy, and Radio 
Ukraine International is supposed to be in this hour on 11580 kHz with 
Family Radio on 5950 kHz.

Produced by Omar Ortiz en Bogot-, translated and 
spoken with heavy accent by Fernando --- in Santiago de Chile. Took 
almost 7 minutes until QSL of the Week. In wrapup I check 11580, and 
find WS also playing there but about a semi-minute ahead of 9395. 
That's probably because 9395 likes to run IDs at top of hour rather 
than just before ToH (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 7490, UT Thu June 15 at 0143, WBCQ with ‘Allan Weiner 


Worldwide’ playback as he is remarking that ‘‘Terry is a good 
Christian; he shouts a bit’*, i.e. Blalock on **The Full Gospel Hour’ 
at 00-01 on 9330.

530, TIS CA, Vacaville - City TIS (fire, police department), poor 
signal but audible for a long way along I-5 from north of the I-5/I- 
505 split down to Stockton. 


620, (WPFK505) CA, Corona was off, but one of the stations in this 
group is still active (probably Beaumont? I think that's the only one 
I've noted active in the last 10 years or so). 


1440, KMC769 CA, Whiskeytown - Whiskeytown Recreation Area TIS long 
message with male, female announcers using call letters and mentioning 
they are broadcasting "on frequency K-1-4-4-0." 


1610, (Many) CA, old signs noted along I-5 and I-210 (Sylmar, Santa 
Clarita, Valencia-Magic Mountain, etc.) but no stations were on the 
air. 


1610, (Many) CA, lots of very old signs still noted along I-5 north of 
the Grapevine and all the way up CA-99 to Stockton, but no stations 
were on. This would not be a very useful frequency anymore, given the 
strength of KGST-1600 throughout the San Joaquin Valley. 


1610, WPFK506 CA, Corning - CalTrans HAR with information about long 
delays for road repairs on CA-299 about 70 miles west of I-5. This 
station was running OC on our way up, but was active several days 
later. 


1610, (WPFK506) CA, signs noted around Orland and also Willows if I 
recall correctly, but no stations were audible there. 


1610, WPFK506 CA, Hornbrook - instead of the old station listed at the 
agricultural inspection station (WNJR464), I just heard another 
WPFK506 outlet here, with CA-299 info as noted on other stations with 
this call. 


1610, WPFK506 CA, Red Bluff - CalTrans HAR with information about long 
delays for road repairs on CA-299 about 70 miles west of I-5. 


1610, WPFK506 CA, Redding - CalTrans HAR with information about long 


delays for road repairs on CA-299 about 70 miles west of I-5. This 
station was running OC on our way up, but was active several days 
later. 


1610, (WPFK506) CA, signs noted about every 10 miles north of Redding 
(Lakehead, Pollard Flat, Dunsmuixr-Mt. Shasta) but no stations were on 
the air until we got to Weed. 


1610, WQKR325 CA, San Marcos - city TIS is on and getting out well. 
1610, (WQIQ379) CA, Temecula was off. 


1610, WPXX879 CA, Weaverville - CalTrans HAR - scratchy female voice; 
my notes say they were running the same message as the station in 
Weed, with information about closure on CA-96 at Happy Camp, many 
miles west of I-5. (The message from WPFK506 about CA-299 would have 
been much more useful here). 


1610, WPXX879 CA, Weed - CalTrans HAR - scratchy female voice with 
information about closure on CA-96 at Happy Camp, many miles west of 
I-5. 


1610, WPFK506 CA, Yreka - CalTrans HAR running same info as other 
stations with this call. 


1610, TIS OR, Annie Spring - Crater Lake NP South Entrance TIS is on, 
but not using call letters. Announcer gives frequency as "16 hundred 
and ten." Mentions Mazama Campground, Rim Village CafE, Annie Creek 
Restaurant, Mazama Village Store. Only the south entrance and about a 
mile of the rim road were open, the rest of the park still being 
covered in many feet of snow. Even the areas that were open had 
snowdrifts that occasionally extended up over the tops of the 
buildings. 


1610, KNNH639 OR, Ashland - OR DoT HAR getting out well with driving 
info for I-5 south across Siskiyou Pass. Message does not include a 
call letter ID. 

1620, WPIH303 CA, Burbank - city TIS was on and getting out well. 
1630, WQMJ698 CA, Alta Loma - Chaffey College station is still on and 
getting out very well, still broadcasting as a student radio station 
but seemingly licensed as a TIS, presumably not legal? 


1630, WQKW561 CA, Sierra Madre - Getting out well with city info. 


1640, (WQKG940) CA, Murrieta Hot Springs was off. 


1670, (Many) CA, signs noted along CA-99 and CA-4 around the Stockton 
area, but no stations were on. 


1680, TIS CA, San Diego or Del Mar - new TIS for San Diego County 
Fair, "brought to you by Albertsons-Vons. " A TIS with a sponsor? 
Probably not legal. Professional- sounding audio with up-to-date 
information about parking and tonight' s Toby Keith concert. 
Transmitting antenna must be very near the ocean, so this will 
probably be audible up the coast. The fair usually runs through July 
5th. It seemed to start several days earlier than normal this year. 


1680, WQPD320 CA, Stockton - Port of Stockton TIS was getting out well 
with the same message as before, giving contact information for the 
Port. 


1690, WQHR432 CA, San Fernando - city TIS was getting out well. 
1700, WNCM749 CA, Burbank - airport TIS was on and getting out well. 


1700, WQBA734 OR, Ashland - city TIS with emergency information and 
notice of controlled burns in the area. Gets out well. 


Miscellaneous station notes: 


1370, KRAC CA, Red Bluff - gets out very poorly. They give a terse 
mumbly ID on the hour, quickly followed by "ABC News is next" which is 
said in a slightly clearer tone of voice. Occasionally they give a 
longer ID claiming to be //KIQS-1560 Willows, but KIQS was still 
running Spanish Catholic programming both days we passed through the 
area. 


1400, KFJL OR, Central Point - This station often fails to give legal 
IDs on the hour, but almost always mentions "3ABN" or "Three Angels 
Broadcasting Network." When they do ID, they give the old calls for 
their former FM translator (K276FS-103. 1) before it changed frequency 
from 103.1 to 103.9. 


1600, KUBA CA, Yuba City - OLD, slogan is now "Yuba-Sutter&# 39;s 
classic hits." (Tim Hall, CA, June 15, ABDX via DXLD) 


xx US A. 87.9 [sic], KBFW-LP, La Pantera, Arlington, TEXAS 
June/12/17, 1156 EDT, Spanish, VG, Spanish Music - vocals and 
accordions. ID as "Aqui La Pantera, 87.7 Puras Rolonas". Several more 
"La Pantera" IDs and more SS Music. FRANKEN-FM Low Power TV Relay. 
RECEIVERS: ELAD FDM-S2 SDR and SANGEAN HDT-1X TUNER; ANTENNAS: APS-14 
- 14 Element Beam at 50 FEET on TOWER and FM DIPOLE at 5 FEET on Back 
Deck. FM LOG TOTALS are now 3134 Stations Heard. 73 ROB VA3SW (Robert

VATICAN RADIO'S NEW KOREAN SECTION TO BE A ‘ROLE MODEL' 


Seoul, June, 13th, 2017 (Ucan). Church officials met in Seoul to 
discuss the newly-established Korean section of Vatican Radio, the 
first language version produced outside of the Vatican. 


Cardinal Andrew Yeom Soo-jung of Seoul and Monsignor Dario Edoardo 
Vigano, the Vatican's communications director, discussed further 
cooperation for the newly-established Korean section of the Vatican 
Radio on June 2. 


"The project is a role model on cooperation between a local church and 
the Vatican," said Monsignor Vigano. 


"As the translation work is done in Korea, our stories are sent to 
Korean Catholics faster and more accurately. It is the first such 
trial for us to run a language section outside the Vatican," he said. 


On March 14, the Seoul Archdiocese and the Secretariat for 
Communication signed the MoU to operate Vatican Radio's Korean 
section. 


Under the direct supervision of Cardinal Yeom, the archdiocesan 
Communications and Media Affairs Department are translating all 
content provided by Vatican Radio, including Pope Francis' speeches, 
and the activities of the Vatican and local churches worldwide. 


The Korean section is staffed with eight translators and an editorial 
team of five priests who studied in Rome. In total, eight priests and

Specifically, they plan on using the Armstrong tower, just west and 
north of New York City, with yagi-type antennas, generating an ERP of 
10 kW on 9.65 and 15.45 MHz. 


From DRM news we learn that during May and June of 2017, experimental 
DRM transmissions were resumed by Brazilian Public Broadcaster (EBC) 
from the Rodeador Park, where the R-dio Nacional transmission facility 
is located. Different antennas and frequencies were tested, and 


reception reports from places more than 1000km away were received. The 
transmissions are being carried by Brazilian Digital Radio Association 
(ABRADIG) in partnership with EBC. The intention of these low power 
transmissions is to raise awareness of the DRM digital radio system 
for the broadcasters and the new government towards its adoption as a 
national standard and to enable permanent high-power DRM transmissions 
from EBC. 


In a recent posting in our newsletter, we described a DRM test carried 
out on Batam island, adjacent to Singapore. More details of the test 
are now forthcoming. The existing FM transmitter is on 105.1 MHz and 
DRM was placed at 105.25 MHz. The current analog transmitter chosen 
for the demo has a power of 5kW, but 2.5 kW was used for simulcast 
mode (FM and DRM) with only 0.2 kW of DRM power. 


The DRM signal power was thus 11 dB below the analog FM. The mode used 
was DRM Mode E (DRM+), 4 QAM and the protection level PL-1. The 
content available during the demo was 2 audio services (16 kbit and 
17.7 kbit/s) and Journaline service. For mobile reception, the 
predicted coverage area was calculated to be within 40 dBuV/m contour. 
iBoth the indoor and mobile reception were excellent and no 
interference was noted to the neighboring FM stations at 105.1MHz and 
105.5 MHz,i according to DRM news (via Mike Terry, dxldyg via DXLD)

For those interested in the upcoming "Heathkit-like" full construction 
article for the airport-friendly 3.5 inch (89mm) "Baby FSL" antenna,

This initial information is being posted because of the typical delay 
in receiving the 160 mm ferrite rods from Ukraine (normally from 20-30 
days), during which time the remainder of the article should be 
completed.

IN RUSSIA, A LOCATION COMPLEX WAS CREATED TO PROTECT ESPECIALLY 
IMPORTANT FACILITIES 


MOSCOW, June 9 - RIA Novosti. The joint holding RosElectronics (part 
of the Rostekh state corporation) has created a passive coherent 
location complex (PCL) designed to covertly detect moving air, surface 
and surface targets in a critical area, the press service of the 
holding said on Friday. 


The principle of PCL operation is based on the re-reflection of radio 
transmitting centers by moving objects of TV and FM signals, which 
makes it possible to use the complex where classical radar systems are 
difficult to use. In particular, it provides the possibility of 
detecting small-scale targets, including unmanned aerial vehicles 
(UAVS), at extremely low altitudes in populated areas. 


"The joint holding RosElectronics created a PCL designed for the 
latent detection of moving air, ground and surface targets in the 
security zone of critical facilities." The lock complex can be used to 
protect critical facilities, including chemical plants, defense 
plants, power stations, airports , Mines, as well as used to ensure 
the safety of water areas and large areas, "- said in a statement. 


It is noted that the PCL "provides an overview, allows you to detect 
targets, determine their coordinates in a radius of up to 100 
kilometers, perform trajectory tracking of targets and display 
information on the operator's monitor, and take action against 
unauthorized intrusion." Due to the use of the existing digital 
television signal and FM radio broadcasting, the complex does not 
require the presence of its own transmitter. 


As part of the United Holding "RosElektronika" the research institute 
"Vector" is developing the system. Currently, an experimental station 
has been developed. It has 15 antennas, one of which is aimed at the 
source of radiation, and the others perceive the reflected signal from 
aircraft, ships, cars and people. Detection range of UAV is 10 
kilometers, cars and people less than 20 kilometers, ships - 80 
kilometers. 


The complex includes an antenna system, a device for receiving and 
processing signals, a complex of computer facilities with special 
software. In addition, PCL can be equipped with video monitoring and 
other additional equipment to protect the object. The complex has no 
harmful effect on people and the environment, has low energy 
consumption and low operating costs. Small dimensions allow the 
release of a mobile version of the complex.

FM BROADCASTING STATIONS AS VHF BEACONS 
The South African Radio League 


In the USA they have often observed strong signals from distant FM 


broadcasting stations during Sporadic-E openings beyond the skip 
distance. This is also possible in South Africa during December and 
January months, which is our Sporadic-E season. Just keep an eye on 
those clear spaces on the FM band where distant FM stations are hiding 
in the noise. 


FM stations could also act as VHF beacons on Tropospheric modes, as 
well as indicators of meteor scatter and lightning scatter. ZS2FM at 
Port Elizabeth studied the propagation from an East London FM station 
for about a year over a distance of 250 km, while using a four element 
vertically polarized Yagi in the attic connected to a domestic FM 
receiver. The FM station was audible daily via Tropo Scatter, but with 
very deep QSB cycles, and yielded a peak signal of about 2 microvolts 
as measured at the antenna terminals of the receiver. During Tropo 
Enhancement, where a temperature inversion was present below 450 
metres, the signal increased to around 20 microvolts with full 
quieting and no QSB. When a cold front approached from the west it 
created a Tropo Duct ahead of it, which is a temperature inversion at 
an altitude of 500 metres or higher. This produced a super FM signal 
that peaked above 50 microvolts, and the maximum that could be 
measured at the receiver. So give it a try,

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 12 - 18 June 2017 


Solar activity was very low throughout the period. Regions 2661 
(N06, L=211, class/area=Dao/200 on 02 Jun) and 2663 (N12, L=095, 
class/area=Dso/100 on 17 Jun) were the most prominent regions this 
period, but only produced low and mid-level B-class flare activity. 
No Earth-directed CMEs were observed during the period. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 
The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 


normal levels on 12-16 Jun with moderate levels observed on 17-18 
Jun. 


Geomagnetic field activity reached G1 (Minor) geomagnetic storm 
levels on 16 Jun and active levels on 17 Jun due to the influence of 
a recurrent negative polarity CH HSS. Geomagnetic field activity was 
at quiet or quiet to unsettled levels throughout the remainder of 
the period. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 19 JUNE - 15 JULY 2017 


Solar activity is expected to be very low throughout the outlook 
period with a slight chance for C-class flare activity. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to reach high levels on 19-22 and 25-27 Jun with normal and 
moderate flux levels expected throughout the remainder of the 
period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is likely to reach G1 (Minor) geomagnetic 
storm levels on 13 Jul with active levels likely on 23-24 Jun, and 
14 Jul due to the influence of multiple, recurrent CH HSSs. 
Generally quiet and quiet to unsettled activity is expected 
throughout the remainder of the period as a nominal solar regime 
prevails.

And reaching G1 (Minor) 
geomagnetic storm levels on July 13 with A and K of 20 and 5. {Lowest 
A’s and K's of 5 and 2 from June 27 to July 12.% Solar flux rising 
from 70 June 26 to a peak of only 77 on July 8 and 9.
